Washington, November 17.—Disre- 
garding the expressed wish of Presi- 
dent Harding, the house voted today 
201 to 173 to accept the senate amend- 
ment to the tax revision bill fixing 
the maximum income surtax at 50 
per cent on incomes of $200,000 or 
more. 

Ninety-four republicans, most 
them from the middle and far west, 
joined with the practically solid dem- 
ocratic minority in supporting the 
amendment. Announcement of _ the 
result brought applause from both 
sides of the chamber, with some of 
the democrats breaking into cheers. 

Three hours before the vote was 
taken, the house listened to the read- 
ing of a letter from President Hard- 
ing to Chairman Fordney, of the ways 
and means committee, suggesting that 
the house and senate compromise. The 
president said that he believed the 
original house rate of 32 per cent was 
“nearer to a just levy and the more 
promising one in returns.to the public 
treasury,” but that in view of the leg- 
islative situation he thought it “wholly 
desirable” that there be 9 compromise 
at 40 per cent. : 

Among the majority members sup- 
porting the amendment were Chair- 
man Campbell, of the rules commit- 
tee; Representative Green, of Iowa, 
ranking republican on the ways and 
means committee, and Chairman Hau- 
gen, of the agriculture committee.

dent of the National Association of 
Owners of Railroad Securities, that 
pending and_ proposed legislation 
amending the railroad reorganization 
act, if adopted, will re-open the whole 
question of government ownership of 
the railroads. 

This legislation, which includes the 
pending Capper bill and amendments, 
which it is learned have been offered 
to the railroad refunding bill, striking 
directly at the financial rate-making 
power of the interstate commerce com- 
mission and at the control by that 
commission over intrastate rates that 
interfere with the interstate rate 
structure is regarded with grave alarm 
by the security owners. 

These investment interests believe 
that this legislation would destroy con- 
fidence in railroad securities and 
would defeat the purposes of the trans- 
portation act, one of which was to 
make possible the financing of the 
railroads other than by the govern- 
ment.

He claimed that 
he was driving along East Lake drive 
at a moderate speed and met a truck 
running on the wrong side of the road, 
and that when he swerved around the 
truck he jost control of his car and 
struck little Madge and Mary Frances 
Guinn, who were crossing the street. 
The accident occurred on last New 
Year’s eve. 

Ed Campbell, driver of the truck, 
denied under oath that he was driving 
on the wrong side of the street when 
the accident occurred. He declared 
that he did not arrive on the scene 
until after the accident. L. F. Pirkle, 
a brother of the defendant, denied the 
negro’s statement, and claimed that 
Campbell had admitted that he was 
running on the wrong side, but was 
forced to deny it to avoid a damage 
suit.

PEUPLE NUT BUSY, 
DECLARES MOORE 


Savannah, Ga., November 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The annual address .of the 
president of the Atlantic Deeper Wa- 
terways association, J. Hampton 
Moore, mayor of Philadelphia, which 
was to have featured the opening ses- 
sion of the convention here Tuesday 
was the outstanding event odday, Mr. 
Moore having been detained until 


Tuesday night by reason of Marshal sharp curve near here, at noon today, 


Foch’s visit to the Pennsylvania city. 

Mr. Moore emphasized with unusual 
vigor two main subjects—that the 
world must quit all activity relating 
to war and reduce expenses incurred 
by war and preparation for war. With 
this as the ideal condition, he pointed 
prog yress and prosperity. 

“The trouble with the country to- 
day is that the people are not work- 
ing—they are yet taiking about war 
and appropriation for a preparedness 
for wars,” he declared, “und industry 
is sutfering for lack of needful de- 
velopment of natural resources Which 
wil] yield wealth and weans for still 
further development.” 

He alluded tu the plans proposed at 

the disarmament meet and suggested 
that the cost of one battleship would 
build an immense waterway chain 
canal that would serve for the com- 
merce of the country. 
* Speaking of the localized uctivities 
of the assuciation, Mr. Moore’ ecalled 
the fact that while the trend of ag- 
ricultural development has been tor 
decades toward the Pacific, there is 
stil] available for agriculture nearly 
one half of the land east of the Ap- 
palachia1 chain and in easy reach of 
the ports and markets of the world. 

"On these lands in touch vith the 
Atlantic seaboard,” he declared, “we 
could settle in profitable agriculture 
all the veterans of the woerld war 
who desire to dig out good livings 
from the soil.’ 

Edwards Speaks. 

Congressman C. G. Ed- 
wards, of Georgia, spoke of the Sa- 
vannah harbor and port facilities at 
length—emphasizing the. possibilities 
for far greater volume of business 
than has been yet passing through 
this “gateway of Georgia.” 

Pleasant A. Stovall, former min- 
ister to Sweden, editor of the Savan- 
nah Press, also spoke of. the port of 
Savannah with 
the possibilities of its becoming the 
official state port. 

Entertainment features included a 
boat trip about the harbor, inspection 
of the terminals and luncheons und 
social events on bout. Several ad- 
dresses tool: up the night hour. 

A great feature of the evening ses- 
sion was the address of Emil P. 
Albrecht, president of the Philadel- 
phia “bourse,” an organization which 
embraces the combination of many 
civic and commercial associations. He 
sounded his keynote in saying: 
“I speak for administrative effi- 
fiency, for lightening tax. burdens, for 
sound commercial practices, for ade- 
quate credit facilities, for sympathetie 
concern for all agricultural problems, 
for the omission of unnecessary in- 
terference of government with busi- 
ness and for an end to government 
experiment into business—for muvore 
efficient business in government ad- 
ministration.” 

More Efficiency. 

These words he quoted from Presi- 
dent Harding and applied them to 
commercial organizations in eities and 
to waterways improvement campaigns. 

“In the public interest more busi- 
ness methods in government, less gov- 
erninent management of business,” 
was a phrase which caught attention.

|Of recent years the usual proce- 
dure has been to take the obsolete 
or wornout ships to practice 
grounds and use them for targets. 

Millions upon millions of dollars’

the ocean in that way-—totally de- 
stroyed simply as a means of get- 
ting rid of it in the form of useless 
iaval tonnage, 


Mr, Ford says very truthfully 
that to sink valuable metal, .and 
to destroy it in that way, is noth- 
‘ing short of eriminal. 

He cites the recent wholesale 
inking of the captured German 
javal craft, saying “it is a crime to 
ink metal like that.” 

Every year he spends many mil- 
lions of dollars for iron ore and 
millions more converting it into 
steel and fron to use in the manu- 
‘facture of automobiles and trac- 
| tors. 

If the world powers will let him 
buy their unwanted naval craft, he 
says, he will cyt them to pieces 
and work them over into things 
that are useful to mankind—such 
as his tractors and motor cars. 

In other words, he would trans- 
late into litera] fact the principle 
expressed in the Biblical proph- 
ecy: “They shall beat their swords 
Into plowshares and their spears 
into pruning hooks.”

Old Style Corn Beet and Pork Sausage

Editor Constitution: Here are two | 
recipes which were held. in high 
repute during the days which, in a 
spirit of exuberance incident to “hog- 
killing time,” corned beef and cab- 
bage, delicately sensoned all pork 
sausage, hot cornbread seeded with 
crackliags, bog’s-head cheese, ete., 
were patriotically proclaimed to be 
“the best days of the republic.” 

Old style “corned beet,” which was 
better than the canned goods of to- 
day, and all pork sausage, palatably 
seusoned, and far and away superior 
to the alleged “best” of today, were 
relegated, years ago, to the supposed 
depths of forgetfulness. It was pre- 
sumed that both would stay where 
they were sent. Not so, Lhe “sur- | 
vival of the fittest’ is a law that 
cannot be indefinitely set aside, much 
less repealed. So the writer hereof, 
who personally and joyfully knew 
the two recipes—long years in his fa- 
ther’s family—in his boyhood days, 
determined to bring them again into 
public notice, which, of course, will 
be public acceptance. Here are the 
recipes : 


Making Corned Beef. 


Usually, the thin cuts known as 
plates, the flanks, the shoulders and 
the lower part of the round were 
chosen for “corning” purposes. 

To each 100 pounds of choice beef 
were added 10 pounds of salt, four 
pounds of ‘clarified’ sugar, or brown 
sugar, four. ounces of saltpeter and 
two ounces of baking powder. Gran- 
ulated sugar will now be used. 

A water-tight half-barrel or half 
hogshead, which had been a containr- 
er of syrup or molasses, were brought 
into requisition for the object in 
view, 

The salt, the sugar, etc., were not 
mixed, but were put into a_ vessel 
which contained one gallon of boil- 
ing water, and thoroughly stirred; 
then set aside to cool. Meantime, 


the beef was placed in the barrel or 
hogshead—packed carefully and close- 
ly till the bottom was covered; then 
followed a liberal sprinkling of galt, 
then angther layer of beef, sprinkled 
with salt, and so on until .all the 
beef had been packed in place. The 
seasoning mixture was then poured 
over the beef. A glean plank was 
placed on top of the beef and a heavy 
stone placed on the plank to hold 
the beef in positiom Of course, if 
one wished to corn 400 pounds of 
beef, he would use four times the 
quantity of seasoning and four times 
the quantity of boiling water. Im. 
mediately after pouring the liquid 
seasoning into the barrel or hogs: 
head, cold water was added in quan- 
tity to cover the beef. 

After the lapse of 15 or 20. days, 
the beef will be ready for culinary 
purposes—most welcome on the fam- 
ily table. 

In our home, the eustom was to 
corn a hindquarter of a fat young 
beef, The leg was severed at the 
hip, then the quarter itself corned 
as a whole. The thigh and the shank 
were corned in a smaller container. 
The treatment was as above detailed. 

Making Country Sausage. 

To 15 pounds of choice, lean pork 
and five pounds of the best fat pork, 
add eight. ounces of table salt, half 
ounce of saltpetér, 10 teaspoonfuls 
of finely cut red pepper—no cayenne 
under any circnmstances—or, if you 
should prefer, finely ground black 
pepper, and two and one-half cups of 
finely crushed sage. Thoroughly mix 
with the pork, then set aside for 24 
hours. If one has a meat grinder, 
the mixing can be made more sat- 
isfactorily by running the meat and 
the seasoning together through the 


machine.

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HEALTH TALKS

FOOD AND CANCER. 

Since no one has yet discovered the 
cause of cancer any observations 
about the relation of diet or other fac- 
tors to the prevalence of the disease 
are purely conjectural. We know, 
however, that the silly superstition 
that tomatoes cause cancer is*without 
any foundation, since many victims of 
this disease have never seen or tasted 
tomatoes, 

For several years Dr. 
has entertained the belief 
eating and drinking of foods or 
erages a little too hot for the delicate 
lining of the stomach to endure is a 
factor in the great prevalence of ean- 
cer in that situation. 

Dr. L. Duncan Bulkley, a noted skin 
specialist, of New York, and an au- 
thority on cancer, ascribes to the diet 
a role of little less importance than 
surgery or other treatment and has 
observed some striking results from 
the careful control of the diet in the 
treatment of many cancer cases, 

Some years ago Czerny, a great Ger- | 
man surgeon, suggested as @ means

all raw food in the diet. This sug- 
gestion was commended by no less a 
scientist than Blie Metchnikoff, in 
some lectures on the prevention of 
disease. Metchnikoff propounded the | 
conjecture that some of the common | 
intestinal parasites of man, whose ova | 
or Jarvae reach the human alimentary | 
tract in uncooked foods such as lIet- 
tuce,. strawberries and other articles 
which may be contaminated by the 
excrement of animals or man, might 
be the carriers of the undiscovered 
germs that cause cancer. Remember, 
this was a mere conjecture, and 
Metchnikoftf merely offered it as one 
of the reasons why he declined to eat | 
raw food. | 

It seems rather remarkable that | 
most victims of cancer are rather 
hearty eaters and overnourished, that 
is, they weigh more than thev should 
for several years prior to the onset 
of the disease. Of course, most peo- 
ple who are overnourished and eat too 
heartily never have cancer at @ll, but 
nevertheless, many students of the 
disexzse have attributed to overating 
a possible influence in the causation 
of cancer. 

I told a ‘few weeks ago about the 
causative relation of tobacco and the, 
condition known as Jeukoplakia which’ 
often develops into cancer of lips or 
mouth or tongue. The frequent oc- 
currence of a cancer in a situation 
where prolonged irritation from brok- 
en, decayed or. irregular teeth has 
been permitted to occur, has been em- 
phasized by Dr. Joseph C. Bloodgeod, 
a prominent Baltimore surgeon. I am 
frankly inclined to be severe on bad 
teeth, and I believe a long neglected 
septic state of the mouth associated 
with decayed teeth is a contributing 
cause of cancer of the stomach. How 
one with a foul condition of the mouth 
could expect to have healthy diges- 
tion is more than I have ever heen 
able to understand. Yet a creat many 
elderly persons go from bad to worse | 
and never seem to realize that “those | 
ald teeth” are responsible for the | 
whole trouble. -

The result of this activity of the 
Red Cross was that the man imme- 
diately visited the nursing’ service 
headquarters, where he learned many 
details of the work which he had for- 
merly condemned.

The Georgia Railway and Power 
company asked the state railroad 
commission to increase its gas rate in 
Atlanta from $1.65 to $1.85 a thou- 
sand cubic feet while City Attorney 
James L. Mayson contended that a 
rate of $1.25 a thousand feet is am- 
ple to meet the company’s requirement 
in briefs filed by the gas company 
nnd the city before the commission 
on Thursday. 

The gas company told the com- 
mission that gas rates in Atlanta are 
now much lower than in numerous 
other southern cities and insisted that 
its rate be increased here to S185 
net. City Attorney Mayson, on the 
other hand, contended that manufac- 
turing and overhead costs have been 
greatly reduced in recent months and 
that a rate of $1.25 a thousand is 
amply adequate to meet the compa- 
ny’s needs, 

Briefs were filed by attorneys rep- 
resenting the company and by City 
Attorney Mayson representing Mayor 
Key under an agreement reached at 


the hearing of the gas rate case at | 


which both sides were given fifteen 
days to file written briefs with the 
commission. Attorneys representing 
the company were Rosser, Slaton, 
Phillips and Wopkins: Colquitt & 
(‘onyers: Spalding, MeDougald & 
Sibley: Charles T. and John L. Hop- 
kins and Attorney J. Prince Web- 
ster. 
Supplement Arguments. 

The briefs supplement oral argu- 
ments which were submitted to the 
comnission at the hearing which be- 
gan October 31 and which lasted 
through November 2 The commis- 
sion now has the matter of revision 
of the gas rates in Atlanta under 
udvisement. 

In his brief, City Attorney May- 
son contended that the valuation of 
the properties of the gas company 
fixed by experts was too great. He 
said the gas company was granted 
permission to increase its rate from 
$1.45 to $1.00 because 
charges and costs of materials were 
greater at that time than now. He 
claimed that the present rate of $1.65 
fixed by the commission last spring 
is too high in view of changed con- 
ditions. Mr. Mayson cited numerous 
court authorities to support his con- 
tentions. 

Attorneys for the gas company, in 
their brief, called attention to the 
gas rates charged in other southern 
cities. They claimed that the rate 
in many southern cities is $2.50 
a thousand cubic feet and that only 
in comparatively a few cities is the 
rate as low as in Atlanta. They 
claim that the commission should not 
discriminate in favor of Atlanta as 
against fifty other municipalities in 
Georgia served by the company. 

Discrimination Charged. 

“The duty rests on the commission 
to see that no part of the territory 
served by the combined property of 
the company is discriminated against 
or made to bear an undue proportion 
of the burden or prohibited from re- 
ceiving its due share of the develop- 
ment because of any advantage al- 
lowed any other part of the territory 
served,” the attorneys contended. 

The claim is made that the com- 
pany from 1917 to 1920, inclusive, 
failed by $3,500,000 to earn 8S per 
cent on a fair value of the prop- 
erties and that more than $1,000,000 
of this loss was in the gas depart- 
ment. 

In regard 
ments planned by the company 
attorneys declared: 

“A large part of the future devel- 
opment. and success of Georgia and 
of Atlanta and its contiguous terri- 
tory, hinges at this time upon a fair 
and just treatment of the gas prop- 
erties and the other properties con- 
nected therewith,” the brief contin- 
ues, asserting that the completion of 
the Tugalo dam is sorely needed in 
order to protect the service to At- 
lanta as well as other communities. 

“It would have been completed by 
now, if respondent had not been re- 
quired to use its funds, which it 
could have used for that purpose, in 
order to maintain the gas company, 
keep it from going into the hands 
of a receiver and destroying the 
whole system.” 

“The country needs the develop- 
ment and should have it, and true, 
sound publie policy dictates that re- 
spondent, the commission. and _ the 
public turn away from setting sun 
of war and destruction, and look to 
the rising sun vf development and

Radical Changes 
Are Ordered 
By Presbyterians

Thomasville, Ga., November 17.— 
'(Special.)—The Presbyterian Synod 
‘of Georgia devoted about three hours 
‘today to the consideration of a bill 
to form a central committee that will 
handle all of the causes ot the church 
and also to do away with the central 
treasurer, a position now held by Kev, 
J. B. Feickler, of Covington. ‘This 
bill was introduced by Rev. EK, L. Hill, 
of Athens, and so important was it 
considered and so far-reaching in its 
results that it called for a_ vast 
amount of discussion and a multitude 
of questions before it was passed. 

According to this bill, there will be 
fifteen members of this committee to 
be divided equally among the several 
presbyteries of the state and an odd 
member to be appointed by the synod. 

This committee can either begin 
work at once or wait until the first 
of May. The office of treasurer 1s to 
be abolished the first of May. 


Atlantan Introduced. 

Two new members of the synod in- 
troduced today were Rev. Ross Lynn, 
president of Thornwell orphanage, and 
Mr. Hall, of Atlanta, of the inter- 
racial eommittee. 

The question of the division of 
the synod was referred to the bills 
and overtures’ committee and will be 
put before the presbyteries, but there 
is no chance of its carrying, it JS 
stated. Synod adjourned tonight aft- 
er a busy day, with an interspersed 
automobile ride. The feature of the 
services tonight was the address of 
Dr. Neal Anderson, of Savannah, on 
“Christian Endeavor,” and talks by 
others on the work of the young-.peo- 
ple of the church. 

The introduction of the movement 
to divide the Synod of Georgia into 
the north and south Georgia synod, 
is a reminder to some of the older 
Presbyterians here that Thomasville 
and this section once belonged to the 
Synod of South Georgia and Fiorida, 
the change to the Synod of Georgia 
having been made about forty years 
ago. The reason for this synod 1s 
said®to have been the few churches 
in Florida then, the state having been 
comparatively little populated at least 
with Presbyterians, and it was only 
after Presbyterianism was more widely 
introduced into that state that it 
was considered strong enough to have 
a synod of its own. 

Changes Made. 

With the formation of the Florida 

synod of counties of south Georgia 


united with the Synod of Georgia 
where it has been ever since and 
where many desire to remain.

SUTTLER SCORES 
RECKLESS DRIVERS 


At a meeting of the Royal Arcanum 
at the wigwam Thursday night a 
stirring speech was made by Bernard 
Suttler, in which he deplored the lack 
of law enforcement. 

“If a person is reckless and per- 
haps half drunk, runs over an inno- 
cent child with his automobile, he 
may get one year in the pen, whereas 
if a man steals $20 he may get from 
two to five years,” deelared Mr. Sut- 
tler, “Last year in the United States 
about 13,000 people were killed by 
reckless or eareless driving,” he con- 
tinued. “If such people were given 
the limit of the law 90 per cent of 
these deaths would be prevented.” 

At the conclusion of the speech 
Rev. G. W. Gasque made a motion 
which was adopted by the order that 
the Royal Arcanum go on record as 
being heartily in favor of law en- 
forcement, especially as regards the 
local traffic ordinances, and that they 
pledge their support to the officers 
of the law. and will do all in their 
power to assist in the effort to put 
down lawlessness. A committee was 
uppointed to write a letter to the 
recorder and to send a copy to the 
chief of police and to the mayor of 
Atlanta, asking that special effort 
he made to protect life and to en- 
force the law during the holiday sea- 
son. 


JAPS ACCEJT CHINESE“ 
PROPOSALS ON ORIENT

and in a type of vessel of strictly de- 
fensive character, she might desire 
even to approximate that of the great- 
er navies.” 

Baron Kato’s statement was issued 
at a conference with newspaper cor- 
respondents but he would not give 
details as to the modifications his 
delegation would submit, saying this 
was for the conference to discuss. It 
was assumed generally, however, that 
the “sli¢ntly greater’ general tonnage 
the Japanese desired would include 
the battleship Mutsu, probably just 
commissioned, and that the type of 
defensive vessel referred to was a 
light cruiser suitable for policing the 
waters of the Orient against pirates 
and the like. 

The Mutsu is a ship of some 33,000 
tons armed with eight 16-inch rifles. 
She is comparable to. the American 
Marvland class and, according to Sec- 
retary Hughes’ program, each nation 
would retain but one ship in this 
class. Great Britain has no bat- 
tleships of this type. If the Mutsu 
is later added to the ships Japan is 
{o retain, she will make the second 
16-inch gun ship for Japan and it 
was assumed that if this was granted 
the American delegation would desire 
to retain the West Virginia of simi- 
lar characteristics to be launched next 
Saturday. 

Not Submarines. 


Admiral Baron Kato made 
statement in the presence of M. 
Hanihara, the vice minister of for- 
eign affairs, and several other mem- 
bers of the Japanese delegation. He 
was then asked to define more clear- 
lv what he meant in stating that 
“in a type of vessel of strictly de- 
fensive character she might desire 
to approximate that of the greater 
navies,’’ and in reply said he wanted 
to make it perfectly clear that the 
above reservation did not apply to 
‘apital ships, 
a defensive character. 

In reply to another question 
added that the reservation did 
refer to submarines. 

“Has Japan any views,” he was 
asked, “as to the tonnage of subma- 
rines?”’ 

“T have no views to express,” he 
answered, “until I have had a chance 
to read and study the proposals of 
Great Britain.” 

“There is some idea of abolish- 
ing submarines, poison gas and other 
like instruments of warfare,” said an- 
other questioner. “Has the Japa: 
nese delegation ever considered this?” 

“T hope to take this matter up in 
the conference itself,” the admiral 
replied, “so I am not in a position 
to answer at this time.’ 

In Three Classes. 

The auxiliary combatant craft were 
divided under the American proposals 
into three classes: Auxiliary sur- 
face combatant craft, submarines and 
airplane carriers and aircraft. The 
first group was announced to include 
ernisers, exclusive of battle cruisers, 
and fotilla leaders and destroyers. 
The total tonnage of these ships was 
fixed as 450,000 for the 
States and Great Britain and 270,-

on the coast of China, it was regard- 
ed by some that Japan feels that 
what she calls her “defensive” craft 
should be increased over the tonnage 
specified. At all events this is held 
to add a new feature to the Japanese 
reservation to the American proposals. 

After the conference with newspa- 
per men it was said that Baron 
Shidehara was only slighly  indis- 
posed. His malady had been diag- 
nosed as indigestion and was believed 
to be a consequence of the life of 
haste and turmoil which the delegates 
are now leading in Washington. 


Impetus Slowing. 


The day’s work seemed to indicate 
that the first impetus of the confer- 
ence was giving way to a period of 
more deliberate discussion which 
might preclude the possibility of out- 
standing developments for the imme- 
diate future. Vlans were made, how- 
ever, to tackle. the third big job of 
the conference, the limitation of land 
armaments, early’ next week at an 
open session at which Premier Briand 
will make a far-reaching declaration of 
the views of France. 


The big nine’s session on Far East- 
ern questions today was largely given 
over to a discussion of the method of 
procedure. The decision to permit 
each of the pewers to present a gen- 
eral statement on the subject before 
attempting to settle specific problems 
is understood to have had the indorse- 
ment of all the heads of delegations, 
although Japan made it plain she ac- 
cepted the Chinese plan the “basis of 
discussion.”” It was decided also that 
when specific points are reached, the 
(‘hinese “‘ten points” are to be inter- 
laced with the items of the American 
agenda in determining details of pro- 
cedure. 

Shidehara III. 

A contributing factor to the two- 
days’ delay was said to be the illness 
of Baron Shidehara, the Japanese am- 
bassador, who is #1 charge of Far 
Kastern problems for his government. 
It was said, however, that the time 
requested to communicate with Tokio 
and the determination of the Japanese 
to give careful examination to the 
Chinese proposals have combined to 
make an immediate’ statement of 
Japan's views impossible. It is ex- 
pected that when this presentation is 
ready it will be given to the public 
as an evidence of Japan's wiliingness 
to proceed with the agcussion in the 
open. 

The American government, which 
has been understood to be in general 
accord with the Chinese position, con- 
tinued its silence on the subject, but 
evidence of general approval came 
from the headquarters of the French 
delegation with indications that Italy 
would follow suit. The French de- 
clared their willingness to give up 
their extra territorial privileges and 
their lease to Kauang Toheou, provid- 
ed their government's title to French 
indo-China was unquestioned. For 
China’s aspirations. they expressed 
sympathy, but they also indicated that 
Japan’s need of expansion in some 
quarter could not be minimized. 


Kato Announcement. 


Formal announcements by Admiral 
Baron Kato that Japan would ask for 
a greater proportion of strength than) 
has been proposed for her in the Amer- 
ican plan became tonight the center 
of, attention in the naval armaments! 
negotiations. Making the first explana- 
tion of the reservations with which 
Baron Kato 
also announced that his government 
desired the right to possess at least 
one ship of the most tormidable de- 
fensive type included in the arma- 
ments of Great Britain and the United 
States.- He explained that he did not 
refer to submarines but would not in- 
dicate what class of vessel was in his 
mind. 

The view behind the British ob- 
jections is that the quota of 90,000 
tons in submarines suggested by the 
American plan for both Great Britain 


'and the United States, is far too large. 


The British, in fact, would like to 
see the submarine abandoned entirely, 
but there are considerations of na- 
tional defense which impels the Amer- 
ican delegates to hold determinedly 
to the figure they first proposed. Late 
today the question was discussed by 
the American delegation with Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, the American represen- 
tative on the conference committee of 
naval experts, but there was no indi- 
cation of a recession by either the 
United States or Great Britain. 

The improbability of a decision in 
the near future was indicated by the

CUT IN NAVY BEGINS 
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that, at the second plenary sitting, 
Mr. Hughes would follow up his pro- 
posals for the reduction of naval ar- 
maments by announcing American 
views on a Far Eastern settlement. 
The difficulties and, indeed, the 
drawbacks of such a course were ob- 
vious. He avoided them. But now, 
the Chinese delegation, which is cur- 
rently reported to enjoy the benefit 
of the sage counsel of one of Mr. 
Hughes’ predecessors, Robert Lan- 
sing, has filled the void, and has 
raised the Chinese problem in defi- 


nite form. The memorandum was 
not dealt with on its merits yester- 
day, and it will be examined by a 
committee of nine, composed of the 
principal me umbers of all delegations, 
before it is debated in the grand com- 
mittee consisting of all the delegates. 

Whatever the origin of, or the solu- 
tion to this Chinese puzzle, its pres- 
entation to the conference again raises 
the question, “What is China?’ In 
opening the proceedings of the commit- 
tee yesterday, Mr. Hughes did not 
attempt to answer this question ; but he 
suggested extenuating circumstances 
for the present condition of China 
by saying that though she is now in 
difficulties, these were due largely to 
the fact that she had only recently 
changed her form of government. 
Americans, he added, realized from 
their own experience what disorders a 
radical change in political organization 
might entail, and he alluded to the 
dishevelled condition of the United 
States after the revolution and before 
all the states had accepted the present 
American constitution. Whether he 
intended to suggest an analogy be- 
tween the antecedents of the United 
States, with the proved fitness of their 
stalwart citizens for denfocratic self- 
government, and the antecedents of 
the leaders of the Chinese revolution, 
with the unproven fitness of the Chi- 
nese masses for democratic self-govern- 
ment, sttch reports of his remarks as 
are published do not clearly indicate. 
Yet this question is naturally suggest- 
ed by any comparison of the struggles 
of present-day China with the early 
struggles of the American union. 

Upon the progress of the committee 
on the limitation of armaments, little 
is yet known, but positive announce- 
ments are promised shortly. 

Notwithstanding the interest 
aroused by mainly technical issues, 
there is no reason to fear that the 
conterence will be allowed to degen- 
erate into a succession of controver- 
sies on detached points, or that the 
momentum imparted to it at the begin- 
ning will be seriously abated. Unless 
[ am mistaken, Mr. Hughes will strive 
to avoid at once the danger of stam- 
peding the conference into premature 
decisions, and the danger of permitting 
any overdispersion of its attention. 
Moreover, the main underlying ques- 
tions are big enough to reduce detaiis 
to relative insignificance. These ‘ques- 
tions, as I pointed out yesterday, are 
the limitation of naval armaments, the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance, and the evae- 
uation of Shantung. To them must 
be added the ulterior question of the 
attitude of the American people and of 
the senate towards any form of in- 
ternational arrangement into which 
the American delegation, on behalf of 
the executive, may enter. 

British Posiz‘on. 

It is important that people in Great 
Britain and throughout the Domin- 
ions should realize the true position 
in regard to the Anglo-Japanese alli- 
ance. This position: cannot be de- 
termined by any desire, no matter 
how laudable or profitable, to spure 
American susceptibilities or preposses- 
sions. As in all matters affecting 
the welfare of nations or of states, 
this matter can, in the last resort, 
be settled only by regard for- the 
well-considered interests and responsi- 
bilitaes of the British Empire. Amer- 
ican opinion, which is often forget- 
ful of historical facts, is sometimes 
prone to be less than just towards 
the services which the Anglo-Japa- 
nese alliance has rendered to the 
peace of the world in the past, and 
which it rendered to the allied cause 
during the great war; just as it is 
now prone to make the retention or 
the abrogation of the alliance a test 
question of the reality of British 
good-will towards the United States.
